President Obama has begun one of the 
toughest sales jobs of his presidency, 
launching the much-awaited rollout of 
his new Afghan war strategy by inform- 
ing top military and civilian advisers in 
Washington and Kabul and telephon- 
ing key allies around the globe. 

Obama is outlining his decision to 
an increasingly skeptical U.S. public 
Tuesday night in a nationally broad- 
cast address from the U.S. Military 
Academy at West Point, N. Y The strat- 
egy will include deploying thousands 
more American forces to Afghanistan, 
clarifying why the U.S. is fighting the 
war and laying out a path toward dis- 
engagement. 

He first told Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton his decision by phone 
Sunday afternoon, and then informed 
other key administration advisers such 
as Defense Secretary Robert Gates in 
an early evening Oval Office meeting. 

It was at that time, said spokesman 
Robert Gibbs, Obama’s order for the 
military to go ahead with the new 
deployments became official. The goal 
of the president’s revamped approach 
is to train Afghan security forces to 
eventually take over from the U.S., 
and Obama will say Tuesday he doesn’t 


THE ADDRESS 

At West Point, Obama was expected to 
announce an increase of up to 35,000 
more U.S. forces to defeat the Taliban- 
led insurgency and stabilize a weak 
Afghan government. The escalation, 
which would take place over the next 
year, would put more than 100,000 
American troops in Afghanistan at an 
annual cost of about $75 billion. 

intend to allow an open-ended U.S. 
commitment, the spokesman said. 

Immediately after the Sunday session, 
the president called Army Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, his top commander in 
Afghanistan, and the U.S. ambassador 
to Afghanistan, Karl Eikenberry On 
Monday, Obama also began a series of 
calls to foreign leaders, starting with 
French President Nicolas Sarkozy, fol- 
lowed later in the day by British Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown and Russian 
President Dmitry Medvedev The lead- 
ers were getting an overview of the new 
policy but not specific troop numbers, 
Gibbs said. 

The president plans to speak with 
Afghan President Hamid Karzai and 
Pakistan’s President Asif Ali Zardari 
before his speech, most likely Monday 
night, Gibbs added.

Taking 
beer to the 
extreme 


Utopias 
from Sam

It is banned in 13 states 
and sure doesn’t come in 
a six-pack. 

The maker of Samuel 
Adams beer has released 
an updated version of 
its biennial beer 
Utopias — now 
the highest 
alcohol con- 
tent beer on 
the market. 

At 27 percent 
alcohol by vol- 
ume and $150 a bottle, the limited release of the 
brandy-colored Utopias comes as more brewers 
take advantage of improvements in science to 
boost potency and enhance taste. 

“Just part of trying to push the envelope,” 
said Jim Koch, founder and owner of the Boston 
Beer Co., the maker of Sam Adams. “I’m push- 
ing it beyond what the laws of these 13 states 
ever contemplated when they passed those laws 
decades ago.” 

Since the 1990s, craft brewers like the Boston 
Beer Co. and the Delaware-based Dogfish Head 
have produced a number of “extreme beers” 
that challenge old notions of beer and the 
decades-old laws that have governed them. 

By law, these specialty drinks still are classi- 
fied as beer when they are based on fermented 
grain. And despite the hefty prices of the high- 
scale beer, brewers still have to pay the required 
nickel deposit on botdes. 

Paul Gatza, director of the national Brewers 
Association based in Boulder, Colo., said new 
yeast research allowed brewers to experiment 
with the emerging science that pushed the tra- 
ditional cap of 14 percent alcohol by volume for 
beer. 

‘As a result, these new beers, like Utopias, 
balance sweetness, higher alcohol content and 
more ingredients,” Gatza said.

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Chicago smokers go to great lengths to 
keep their cigarette habits on the down-low

Lauren Cardo is a pro when it comes to secret smoking. 

Cardo, 21, spent about three years hiding her high school habit from her parents, both 
ex-smokers who had warned her— repeatedly— not to make the same mistake. 

“I would smoke before a sport or after a class so Fd have time to air out,” Cardo, who 
lives in Lakeview, said. “Or Fd smoke outside and whatever jacket I was smoking in, Fd 
be sure to take it off.” 

But it wasn’t long before her parents literally caught wind of what she was up to. At 
least twice, they asked her why she smelled like cigarette smoke. 

“Fd say that I was at a friend’s house whose parents I knew smoked heavily,” Cardo 
said, with a laugh. “I always had an excuse.” 

Once she turned 19, Cardo came clean about her smoking. 

“Everyone who knows me knew that I smoked,” said Cardo, who has since quit her 
two-pack-a-week habit. 

But for some locals, their smoking— both past and present— is a secret to be hidden 
from family and friends. 


With the pressure to kick the habit coming 
from all angles, some go to extreme measures 
to keep their nicotine fix under wraps using 
stealthy tactics such as smoking only at certain 
times during the day, changing their clothes 
and — if they have to — lying. 

Despite the stigma associated with smoking, 
there has been a slight uptick in use recently 
The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention reported in November 20.6 percent 
of adults— about 46 million— were smokers in 
2008, up slightly from 19.8 percent in 2007. 

Although the smoking rate has dropped 
sharply since the mid-1960s, when it hovered 
around 40 percent, the CDC had hoped to 
lower the rate to 12 percent or less by 2010. The 
lack of progress is dismaying to health officials 
because smoking is the leading preventable 
cause of death in the United States, killing 
443,000 people a year. 

North Suburban resident Jennifer said she 
will never tell her father that she smoked— even 
though she quit about 20 days ago. 


“My dad used to smoke and gave me big lectures 
about it,” said Jennifer, 23, who declined to have 
her last name printed so as to keep her secret. 
“Whenever I was around my dad, I wouldn’t 
smoke. Fd sanitize my hands, spray my clothes 
and chew gum to make sure he never smelled it.” 

In addition to the potential shunning from 
friends and family, smokers have public policy 
to worry about, including the nearly 2-year-old 
Smoke-free Illinois Act and similar city ban, 
which stops smoking in public places, including 
bars and restaurants. This month the American 
Cancer Society held its annual Great American 
Smokeout, meant to encourage smokers to 
smoke less or quit for a day 

Bottom line: It’s hard out there for a smoker. 
“Smoking has gone from glamorous to a 
socially shunned activity, which can take a toll 
on those who feel they can’t, or don’t want to, 
stop. In effect, isolating and stigmatizing smok- 
ers can be counterproductive,” said Dr. Arthur 
Hoffman, a spokesman for the American 
Cancer Society 


Just ask South Sider Helen Koukla, who has 
hidden her habit for a year and a half to avoid 
lectures from friends and family 

‘A lot of people are biased against smokers,” 
24-year-old Koukla, a tobacco store employee, 
said. 

That’s why her workplace is such a refreshing 
change of pace for her. 

“Customers come here, smoke, socialize 
and talk, and I started to socialize with them,” 
Koukla— who smokes a pack and a half to two 
packs a week— said. 

What started as socializing turned into away 
to combat stress, said Koukla. 

“Smoking is my only outlet sometimes,” she 
said. 

Her sentiment is important to remember, 
according to Dr. Michael Banks, a clinical psy- 
chologist for Rogers Park-based Boundaries 
Unlimited treatment center. Banks, a former 
smoker, said sometimes too much emphasis is 
placed on the addictive nature of cigarettes and 
not enough on another need they fulfill. 


“Some people smoke during a workday because 
they have a stressful workplace and smoking 
forces them to take a break that they actually 
need,” Banks, who is also a health and life coach, 
said. “Others may do it because it gives them 
time to reflect on things. I identify what smok- 
ing is doing for them and try to find pathways to 
satisfy that need so it’s easy to let it go.” 

What doesn’t help is shaming smokers, said 
Hoffman, who works with the Great American 
Smokeout and facilitates smoke cessation ini- 
tiatives at the Lake County Health Department 
and Rush University Medical Center. 

“People get angry at themselves if they slip 
while trying to quit,” Hoffman said. 

Koukla, for one, is considering quitting, and 
may just do it in January— outing herself in the 
process. 

“Maybe I’ll just say ‘Hey guys, myNew^ear’s res- 
olution is to stop smoking,’ ” Koukla said. “I guess 
they’ll figure out then that I was a smoker and I 
can take care of two things at once.” mct contributed.

Some local joints let 
smokers sneak puffs

The air was hazy and the ashtrays were full on 
a recent night at the s. tavern on the Southeast 
Side, despite Illinois’ nearly 2-year-old indoor 
smoking ban. 

Patrons say they like it that way They’re even 
willing to pay a little extra to light up. Owner Pat 
Carroll said his customers— smokers and non- 
smokers alike— contribute to a “smoking fund” 
canister that often sits on the bar, to subsidize 
the fines he’s incurred for flouting the law 

Carroll said he’s been ticketed twice and paid 
at least $68o. He fears if he forbids smoking, his 
cigar-and-cigarette crowd would switch to bars 
that permit smoking just a few blocks away in 
Indiana. 

“So guess what, everybody can smoke in here,” 
he said, fingering a lit cigarette balanced on an 
ashtray “I’m not losing my customers.” 

The Tribune and WGN-TV found patrons 
smoking at several Chicagoland bars, defying 
the Smoke-free Illinois Act that has prohibited 
smoking inside public places since Jan. i, 2008. 

Bar patrons and owners seen smoking indoors 
had varying explanations for ignoring the law. 
At Boem Restaurant in Albany Park, where one 
visit found the room filled with smoke, the bar’s 
owner said the place was booked for a private 
party, which exempted it from the law. But it 
doesn’t, officials say 

The public can lodge complaints against estab- 
lishments that skirt the law, triggering a site 
inspection. Violators face fines that can grow 
steeper with each infraction, starting at $250 for 
a business and $100 for an individual smoker. 

“We think it would become very expensive to

continue to rack up fines,” said Kelly Jakubek, 
spokeswoman for the Illinois Department of 
Public Health. “That would become very bur- 
densome.” 

Health officials say smoking-ban scofflaws 
are the exception, and indoor smoking in public 
has drastically decreased over the last two years. 
Jakubek added she hopes Indiana and other 
states that allow indoor smoking in public places 
pass a ban similar to the one in Illinois, evening 
the field for competitive business owners such 
as Carroll. 

“There are always some bad apples out there 
who will try to get around the law,” said Tim 
Hadac, spokesman for the Chicago Department 
of Public Health. “If you look at the big picture, 
compliance is widespread.” 
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Need flu shot? 
Head to Skokie

The village of Skokie, after catching a windfall of HiNi flu 
vaccine while other places still face shortages, will begin 
holding vaccination clinics this week for anyone in Illinois 
who is in a high-risk category 

The village received the shipment of 20,000 doses of 
injectable vaccine several days ago because it placed an 
early order, at a time when estimates of how fast the swine 
flu vaccine could be produced were overly optimistic, said 
Melaney Arnold, spokeswoman for the Illinois Department 
of Public Health. 

Acknowledging that the vaccine distribution system has 
resulted in “inequities,” Arnold said Skokie already had vac- 
cinated most of its high-risk residents who wanted H1N1 
protection, and she praised the village for offering it to oth- 
ers. 

“Skokie has been great to open up clinics to those in other 
communities who are in high-risk categories and have had 
trouble finding the vaccine,” Arnold said. 

The clinic will be open at the Oakton Community 
Center, 4701 Oakton St., from noon to 8 p.m. Thursday and 
Wednesday, Dec. 9. 

It also will be open from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Sunday and 
Saturday, Dec. 12. Appointments can be made online at 

skokie.org. 

Vaccines will be given by appointment only to pregnant 
women, individuals between 6 months and 24 years old, 
people 25 to 64 with underlying medical conditions, health 
care workers and caregivers of children under 6 months. 

No walk-ins will be accepted. 


Winter parking in effect

Chicago’s winter overnight parking ban on key streets was 
scheduled to go into effect at 3 a.m. Tuesday 

Motorists also should pay attention to the 2-inch snow 
restrictions that are technically in effect year-round but 
realistically are only a factor during the winter months. 
Regardless of snow, the winter overnight parking ban 
resumes for approximately 107 miles of city streets from 
3 a.m. to 7 a.m. between Dec. 1 and April 1. 

Last year the city towed 167 cars on the first night of the 
parking ban. 

Street signs for this seasonal restriction are permanently 
posted. Ignoring them can cost the violator a $150 towing 
fee (minimum), a $50 ticket and a daily storage fee of $10 
that will increase over time. 

If you regularly park on one of these designated streets 
during non-winter months, it’s a good idea to secure a 
safe and legal parking spot until the restrictions expire April 
1, the Department of Streets and Sanitation said in a news 
release.

Various online missing-children sites refer to Conner

“She was a good child. She had excellent grades. She 
never ran away,” said Denise Lewis, 39, an aunt. “She 
never stayed out all night.” 

Lewis said her niece was last seen Nov 15 at her house 
and had been watching videos and singing karaoke with 
Lewis’ children. 

Her aunt said she saw Conner leave the house about 
7 p.m. and get on a bus to her home in the 6500 block 
of South Marshfield Avenue.

□ GENEVA The world’s largest atom 
smasher broke the world record for 
proton acceleration Monday, firing particle 
beams with 20 percent more power than 
the American lab that previously held the 
record. 

The power of the Large Hadron Collider’s 
proton beams is essential to the project’s ulti- 
mate goal: smashing particles into each other 
with enough force to shatter them into the 
smallest building blocks of matter.

elated scientists who were disappointed by 
the $10 billion machine’s collapse last year 
during its opening in a 17-mile tunnel under 
the Swiss-French border. The breakdown 


required extensive repairs and improve- 
ments. 

The collider fired two particle beams at 
1. 18 trillion electron volts early Monday, 
surpassing the previous high of 0.98 TeV 
held by the Fermi National Accelerator 
Laboratory in Illinois since 2001, according 
to the European Organization for Nuclear 
Research. 

Physicists measure the energy of the hair’s- 
width beams, not their speed, because the 
protons are already traveling close to the 
speed of light and cannot go much faster.

Bears were 
fool's 

I just watched 
Lovie Smith’s press 
conference fol- 
lowing the loss to 
Minnesota and one 
thing became very, 
very clear: Lovie 
Smith has no clue 
what the hell is 
going on with this 
team. 

He mentioned “hanging his hat on” 
what the team did successfully in their four 
wins— one against a decent team and reiter- 
ated the tired refrain, “we’re a good football 
team.” 

I then read Brian Urlacher’s quote from 
Tahoo! Sports: “We used to establish the 
run and wear teams down and try not 
to make mistakes, and we’d rely on our 
defense to keep us in the game and make 
big plays to put us in position to win. Kyle 
Orton might not be the flashiest quarter- 
back, but the guy is a winner, and that for- 
mula worked for us.” And now I understand 
it. The Bears— players and coaches and 
front office— don’t realize how success- 
ful they have not been as an organization. 
What has this team accomplished this 
decade? Lovie Smith has made the playoffs 
twice as a head coach and was brutally out- 
coached in four of the five playoff games. 
Brian Urlacher is 2-3 in playoff games, 
including two defensive embarrassments 
during those years where we apparently 
wore teams down. These guys are cling- 
ing to a non-existent glory period that has 
given them a completely false sense of arro- 
gance on the field. 

The formula has not worked. Not 
the Lovie Smith formula. Not the Brian 
Urlacher formula. Not the Jerry Angelo for- 
mula. And the sooner the Me Caskey family 
comes to that understanding, the sooner 
the Bears can begin the process of bringing 
in a proven formula: a general manager with 
a track record of selecting good players, a 
coach with a track record of beating good 
teams in January, a player who doesn’t wax 
poetic about the glory days of watching 
Steve Smith break records at Soldier Field. 

6-10 is becoming the reality of 2009. 

The Bears will not beat hungry Baltimore, 
Green Bay or Minnesota teams down the 
stretch. That will put the Bears at 22-26 
since the Super Bowl. 

But don’t forget ... they’re a good football 
team.

Losses are mounting and so is the criticism, 
yet coach Lovie Smith insists he’s not think- 
ing about his future with the Bears. 

He’s only focused on the task at hand: sal- 
vaging something from this season. 

At 4-7, the stumbling and bumbling Bears 
are staring at their third straight postseason 
miss since the 2006 team’s run to the Super 
Bowl, and Smith understands the scrutiny 

“I realize we haven’t played as well,” he 
said Monday “There were high hopes, espe- 
cially after the way we started. As far as why, 
there’s a lot of reasons why, but we realize 
where we are.” 

The Bears hit another low Sunday in a 


36-10 loss at Minnesota in which Jay Cutler 
threw two more interceptions and the 
defense allowed 537 yards— the most by 
Chicago in 27 years. 

So where do the Bears go from here? 

They went from five wins in Smith’s first 
season in 2004 to 11 in 2005 and 13 during 
the 2006 season. Whether that early prog- 
ress is enough to buy him at least another 
year— if not the remaining two on his con- 
tract— is to be determined. 

Smith insisted he’s only thinking about 
the upcoming game against St. Louis. 

“When you’re in a situation like this, you 
don’t look any farther than that,” Smith said. 
‘All of your thoughts are occupied by try- 


ing to put a better product on the football 
field.” 

Brian Urlacher suffered a season-end- 
ing wrist injury in the opener at Green Bay, 
setting a bad tone that continues to ring. 
The Bears also lost starting linebacker Pisa 
Tinoisamoa to a season-ending knee injury 
against the Packers, and Pro Bowl line- 
backer Lance Briggs was undergoing more 
tests after leaving the Vikings game with a 
sprained left knee. 

“We realize we’re missing some good 
football players but all teams are at this time 
of the year,” Smith said. “I know the team 
that we played, they were definitely better 
than us {Sunday].” 


Notre Dame pulls the trigger on its coach: Charlie Weis is out 


Notre Dame fired coach Charlie Weis on Monday 
after a string of disappointing seasons that was 
capped by an agonizing four-game losing streak. 
Weis finished with a 35-27 record in five seasons, 
among the worst of any Fighting Irish coach. 

Assistant head coach Rob lanello will step in for 
Weis until a new coach is hired. 

Following a 6-2 start this season, Notre Dame 
began a winless November with the second upset 
by Navy in three years. Then came losses to 
Pittsburgh and to Connecticut in double overtime 


on senior day in South Bend. By the time the Irish 
lost their season-finale to Stanford on Saturday, it 
seemed inevitable Weis would be gone. 

Speculation about possible replacements for 
Weis has been rampant for weeks. Among the 
top names mentioned, Florida’s Urban Meyer and 
Oklahoma’s Bob Stoops already have said they 
plan to stay where they are. 

Cincinnati’s Brian Kelly has also been mentioned 
along with Stanford’s Jim Harbaugh and TCU’s 
Gary Patterson.

Tiger Woods still isn’t talking. Now he’s not playing, 
either. 

Woods withdrew Monday from his own golf tourna- 
ment, citing injuries from a car crash near his Florida 
home. His decision comes as questions continue to mount 
regarding what exactly happened in the wee hours of the 
morning last Friday— questions that most certainly would 
have been asked of him had he played. 

The world’s No. i golfer posted a statement on his Web 
site saying that unspecified injuries prevented him from play- 
ing in the Chevron World Challenge. He had been scheduled 
to hold a press conference Tuesday for the tournament. 

Woods sustained cuts and bruises when he crashed 
his SUV into a fire hydrant and a tree at 2:25 a.m. Friday, 
outside his home in an exclusive, gated community near 
Orlando. He was treated and released from a hospital, and 
has not been seen in public since. 

The tournament was to be the last of the year for Woods, 
and he did not say when or where he would make his return 
next year. 

Woods released a statement Sunday saying the accident 
was his fault and asked that it remain “a private matter.” 
But with the Florida Highway Patrol still investigating and 
the media in full pursuit, Woods may not get his way 

Woods even faced questions from fans who left com- 



ments on his Web site. Most voiced support for him, but 
some said he should address the questions about his own 
actions and those of his wife, Elin Nordegren, before and 
after the accident. 

Woods hasn’t answered questions from Florida troop- 
ers, either, turning them down three days in a row when 
they came to his house. 

The National Enquirer recently alleged that Woods had 
been seeing a New York nightclub hostess, and that they 
recently were together in Melbourne, where Woods com- 
peted in the Australian Masters. 

The woman, Rachel Uchitel, denied having an affair 
with Woods when contacted by The Associated Press. On 
Sunday, she flew to Los Angeles and was met by high-pro- 
file attorney Gloria Allred at the airport.

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Feeling swell 


The Swell Season to perform in Chicago on Thursday

When Glen Hansard and Marketa 
Irglova fell in love on screen in 
the 2007 hit “Once,” audiences 
swooned over the passionate acous- 
tic music the couple made together, 
which mirrored, reflected and fic- 
tionalized their lives. 

“To this day, people get confused 
as to where the lines are,” Irglova 
said. 

The soundtrack to “Once” 
sold 750,000 copies, according to Nielsen 
SoundScan, and one of its tunes, “Falling 
Slowly,” went on to win an Academy Award for 
original song. 

In the intervening years Hansard and Irglova’s 
romance concluded, though their creative 
partnership lived on under the moniker of The 
Swell Season. On the pair’s recently released 
album, “Strict Joy,” fans can hear their relation- 
ship disintegrating. But Hansard contends the 
collection is not necessarily a breakup record. 
Or at least not entirely 

“I think it would be a lie to say it’s not, but at 
the same time, I think it would be a lie to say 
that’s what it is,” he said. “The songs are about 
relationships, and I think it would be really 
crass of me and Mar to sit here and say we wrote 
every song about each other ... I wouldn’t say it’s 
a breakup record. I’d say a breakup is definitely 
in it, because that’s the truth of the life that 
we’ve been living.” 

Emotionally rich with an understated sonic 
daring, “Strict Joy” expands the Swell Season 
sound beyond the sparse beauty of the songs 
of “Once.” Selections such as “Low Rising” 


and “The Rain” once again con- 
trast Hansard’s zealous vocals and 
Irglova’s delicate backing harmonies 
but add in fuller arrangements with 
light orchestral flourishes. 

“How I felt about the original 
Swell Season record is that it was 
beautiful, but it was quite black and 
white,” Hansard said. “We wanted 
a bit of color and contrast in this 
record.” 

Hansard and Irglova shied away 
from many post-Oscar offers. 

“When the phone rang off the hook, which 
was great, 90 percent of what we were being 
offered is stuff we would never have done any- 
way, regardless of whether we had made ‘Once’ 
or not,” Hansard said. “Then there {were} the 
few things that were just pure gold, like being 
on ‘The Simpsons.’ ” 

In an episode that aired in March, the car- 
toon family visited Hansard’s home country of 
Ireland, and the musicians reprised and paro- 
died their roles from “Once.” 

To be clear, there was never much doubt 
about the Swell Season duo giving up after 
breaking up. “Strict Joy” might explore the 
harder times of their relationship, but it ulti- 
mately stands as a testament to the strength of 
their artistic union. 

“So what’s the best thing that can happen 
to two musicians who are in a film with their 
mate? It’s that they get to continue being two 
musicians who travel around and play gigs,” 
Hansard said. “What ‘Once’ has afforded us, 
and what the Oscar has afforded us, is to be able 
to continue. That’s all.”

Comedian Jim Gaffigan hitting Chicago 
in full force with his new tour, DVD release

When you hear the name Jim Gaffigan, food probably comes 
to mind. The comic is famous for wringing laughs from Hot 
Pockets, Cinnabon, spray cheese, cake and his beloved bacon. 

But Tuesday, a ghostly apparition from Gaffigan’s past re- 
emerges in the form of the complete series DVD set of “Pale 
Force,” the series of animated shorts that began in 2005 on “Late 
Night With Conan O’Brien” in which Gaffigan mocks his and 
O’Brien’s alabaster-white skin. Gaffigan voices the freakishly 
white superhero Pale Man and his sidekick, Conan O’Brien. 

“I just loved the idea of going on a TV show with a piece of 
animation that makes fun of the host,” the 43-year-old told 
RedEye last month. “I just think that’s a funny idea.” 

Few fans may realize that the idea for “Pale Force” actually 
came from his brother-in-law, New Worker cartoonist Paul Nost. 

Gaffigan had been working stand-up and had appeared several 
times on O’Brien’s show. After he, his wife, Jeanne, and her 
brothers, Paul and Patrick Nost, wrote some of the stories, 

Gaffigan pitched the idea to O’Brien. 

And the rest, as they say, is history Gaffigan, who was 
born in Barrington, grew up in northwest Indiana and 

now lives with his wife and three kids in New^ork, said he never imagined when 
he left his job as an advertising copywriter to pursue stand-up that he would be 
doing an animated series. 

“We did things in ‘Pale Force’ that was not necessarily my stand-up persona,” 
he said, adding that he loved that aspect of the project. “I loved the episodes, 
but I also loved the interaction before they would air that I would set up on 
the show” 

Ayear after “Pale Force” began, Gaffigan’s stand-up career skyrocketed when 
he debuted his Hot Pocket bit on the comedy special “Beyond the Pale.” He’s 
since done several more comedy specials and tours, commercials, movies and 
the TBS sitcom “My Boys,” which returns next year for a fourth season, prob- 
ably without Gaffigan. (“There’s part of me that’s, like, can you just not write 
about that?”) 

Gaffigan kicked off a new tour recently that will bring him to the Chicago 
Theatre from Jan. 29-31 for four shows. He’s debuting new material about sea- 
food, whales and Subway (“There’s something fascinating how as a culture, 
we eat so poorly that going to a sub shop is considered healthy”) He’ll defi- 
nitely talk about Hot Pockets too. And it should be just as funny as always. 
“If I did a theater show and I didn’t do it, people would be kind of like, ‘I 
drove an hour, and he didn’t even do that Hot Pocket joke,’ ” he said, adding that 
Hot Pockets have changed his life. “That joke has made it possible in some ways for me 
to work at the Chicago Theatre. 

“But I don’t eat them, you know what I mean? That’s not to say that I haven’t, or that 
I won’t, but I think I’ve just had too many, maybe a step beyond mediocre, versions of 
Hot Pockets. It’s kind of like Burger King. It’s like, do I try to avoid it? 'Veah. But I still 
find myself ordering a Whopper.”

Recycle (make the calories someone else’s 
problem): If you have leftover cookies or other 
sweets, send them to your kids’ school or take 
them to a homeless shelter or senior center. Or 
throw them out. 

On the party circuit 

Party smartly: Eat something beforehand so 
you don’t arrive at a party hungry And once you 
arrive, don’t stand next to that crockpot filled 
with cocktail wienies. 

Careful with the quaffing: Alcoholic beverages 
are uniformly calorie-laden, so be careful with 
consumption. 

Out and about 

More fruit, less fruitcake: Scaling back a little on 
the usual suspects is a lot more realistic than 
eliminating them altogether. If you really like 
holiday sweets and don’t want to give them up, 
sacrifice elsewhere. Skip the butter with your 
movie popcorn, and don’t finish the ginormous 
portions too many restaurants serve. 

Go the extra mile: Stop circling the mall park- 
ing lot and just find a spot that entails a long 
walk.
